Halfmoon Baysnirered to a great, ex¬ 
tent, as the eaathijuake seemed to he 
and according to reports was heaviest in 
this section. That only three lives were 
lost in IlaTfmoon P.av seems a miracle. 
Had the shock come two hours Inter a 
heavy loss ol life would have been the 
result, and unquestionably the town 
would have been wiped out hv tire as the 
water pipes hail been broken by the 
shock, thus cutting off the water sup¬ 
ply. 

The large twostorv brick building 
containing _two stores and occupied by 
Levy Bros, as a general merchandise 
store was leveled to the ground, as wits 
the large brick building occupied by the 
bank of Halfmoon Bay. Both buildings 
are a total loss. 

The two story llrick building owned 
by Supervisor Pehendetti and occupied I 
by him as a general merchandise store 
wits so badly damaged that what is left 
of it will have to he torn down. The 
Methodist church was thrown from its 
foundation and badly wrecked. 

All the plaster in the Occidental hotel 
was knocked from the walls, windows 
broken, and othetwise damagtd. 

Hotel Mosconi was badly injured, the 
plaster is all down, the fixtures of the 

barn.. hadlv w recked and much other 

damage done 

The old Vazquez adobe, one of the ! 
oldest landmarks, is a total wreck. In! 
this three lives were lost— Luzern Rivera, 
a W‘dl known Milan,nun and an old res¬ 
ident, t'. , 1 . \Vick. a painter, and a child 
of A. Tenente. There were many othfcrs 
in the old building and that many oth¬ 
ers were not loHt is certainly wonderful. 

There is no fear of famine ttH was at 
first expected; all our merchants tind 
that they can be supplied w ith goods as 
before. 

Supervisor Pflliendetti is moving his 
stock of gioceries in the store lately 
occupied bv the California restaurant, 
that the remains of the brick building 
can he torn dow n to make loom ror a 
new building. 

Every one w ho can use a hammer and 
saw is hard at work repairing the dam¬ 
age done last week by the earthquake. 
The spirit shown by our citizens is ihe 
true American spirit. In a abort time 
the only truce of the quake will he in 
memory. 

The large concrete bridge over Pilar- 
cites t'teek, Halfmoon Bay, is In a very 
bad condition from the quake. The ap¬ 
proaches are sinking and the bridge 
is badly cracked, which is getting larger 
every day. It is only a question of how i 
long the steel cables w ill stand the great 
strain. When they give out the bridge 
will go down with a crash.
